Besides coffee, bananas, sugar cane, 
leguminous vegetables of all kinds, 
oranges, lemons and citrons, tho 
grape, apples, etc., flourish there 
marvelously. As for tho flora pe- 
culiar to the island, it is necessary 
only to mention the famous Norfolk 
island pine (Arauearia axcelea).

In the 
beginning Norfolk received from 
Sydney, its sister colony, a popula- 
tion of convicts; then, abandoned 
and again reoccupied, it became in 
1826 a place for tiie transportation 
of condemned habitual criminals. 
Terrible and bloody scenes vere en- 
acted there, but at the suppression 
of transportation to the Australian 
colonies the island was again aban- 
doned. Now, there was at this date 
in tbe Pacific ocean another island 
whose inhabitants asked nothing 
better than to be removed. The is- 
landers were the descendants of the 
mutinous crew of the English ship 
Bounty, whose history, too long to 
teJ here and, besides, well known 
doubtless to the reader, forms one 
of the most dramatic episodes of the 
maritime annals of the eighteenth 
century.

when long years after an English 
ship, having by chance touched at 
this unknown and supposedly de- 
serted isle, was surprised to find 
there human beings—compatriots. 


The origin of this population was 


not such n3 to recommend it, but 
long years had flown, and the past 
was forgot. Everybody in England 
showed the deepest interest in the?e 
new Robinson Crusooa when their 
history became known. With time 
the islanders had multiplied and 
found their island of Pitcairn too 
small for them. They asked that 
England, which was, after all, the 
suzerain of these subjects of whoso 
existence «he had so long been ig- 
norant, should cede to them tho 
abandoned Norfolk island, with all 
iti buildings, per.iti-r.ti.iry and agri- 
cultural. We sec, then, tho ibland- 
fcrs breaking np their homos to go 
and settle in a place nearly H.OOO 
miles away, where they debarked 
on Juno b, 1^.>6, to tho number ot 
109 persons of both ss.-A.e?. Theso 
199 are to.lay Mi.', living by the 
whale fishciy and by agriculture 
under a government that is sim- 
plicity itself. The island is under 
tho juriadjetiou of the governor of 
Xew South Vv'ales. It is adminis- 
tered by throo functionaries, of 
whom tho principal or chief magis 
trate receives $l;3,"i yearly salary 
The chief postmaster has $40 and 
the lugisterof land $i3.

SEWING ON MEN-OF-WAR. 


How » Sailor May Add Something to Hi* 


F«y From Uncle Sam. 


Visitors on board war vessels in the 


navy yard will very likely see among 
the sailors scattered about the decks 
smoking, talking and so on a sailor ut 
work with a sewing machine. It is a 
band machine and has a pretty heavy 
base, so that it can be set down on deck 
and worked easily without shifting iu 
position. 


The machine is owned by the man 


working it. On a big ship like, for ex- 
ainpie,tfao battleship Indiana, carrying 
a crew of 400 men ormoie, there would! 
probably be found as many as a dozen 
sewing machines. On a third rate 
cruiser, a smaller vessel, such, for il- 
lustration, as the Detroit, there would 
be apt to be four or fire sewing ma- 
chines. The 
machines 
are of;"ne?t 


owned by sailmakers and sailm;ik<'rs' 
mates, but they may be owned by sail- 
ors. Any man on the ship might have 
a sewing machine if ho wanted to 
Space is valuable on a vessel, and so 
only hand machines are allowed, ac-l 
to bring a machine aboard permission 
must be got from tho commanding offi- 
cer. It is not to be supposed that every 
man in the ship would want a sewing 
machine. As a matter of fact compara- 
tively few men do, and those who want 
to take oue aboard are not likely to find 
any difficulty in the way. 


A sailor who has a sewing machine 


makes and repairs garments for fcii«- 
self and he does work for others for 
pay. 
Thi-re art not so many sewing ma- 


chines on the vessels of the new navy 
as there were on those of the old. The 
suilor nowadays makes up less of his 
own outfit than IK- fcnxicrly did. HP 
draws more compK-ted articles from the 
government, but there is still plenty of 
work to bf done aboard ship with sew- 
ing machines, and some tooney to bts 
made with them yet.—New i'ork Sun.

AN ENGLISH STRIKE.

He- 
drew his first iasjiiruTioii from a mob of 
striking weavers who, wiu-n Mr. Grnu- 
dy\vus ? yvars old, called at tlie school - 
hoa.so whero be was bi-giuuin}- his edu- 
vutiou au<] couipclled tho U-acher to 
pivu the fccholars u vacation. This was 
a oniquti form of enforced sympathy 
strike, which Mr. Gruudy has never 
since seen duplicated. 


According to Mr. Grnndy's descrip- 


tion of this srrikp, it must have been 
out- of the greatest labor struggles that 
ever occurred. Iu 1843 the coiidition of 
the cotton workers iu Lancashire, York- 
shire and Cheshire had become so bad, 
owing to the iutrodnction of machinery, 
that a general strike movement was 
brought about without any organiza- 
tion and at first without leadership. 


During tho six weeks industry of 


every kind was entirely suspended, in 
the district affected, it being estimated 
that in the neighborhood of 3,000,000 
people were idle. This included the 
weavers 
themselves and persons of 


every other 
occupation whom they 


obliged to 
leave work. The small 


tradesmen and 
manufacturers were 


obliged to close their places, the teach- 
ers in the schools had to send their pu- 
pils home, and the strikers even pre- 
vented the passing of vehicles upon the 
highways by massing themselves in 
compact bodies through which 110 horse 
could be driven. 


Mr. Gruiidy having been very young 


at the time this strike occurred, most 
of his information about it has been 
gathered from reading. The incidents 
which he remembers are principally the 
forcing of his teacher to djsmiss school 
and the nlilipiiig of his father to sus- 
pend bnFiuess. Mr. Grundy's father 
was a hatter, having a shop of his own 
and employing a few hands in the town 
of Ashton, near Manchester. Tho strik- 
ers came in a large body, and it was 
only necessary for one of them to eny, 
"Put out that fire, Grnndy," and the 
hatter imnfcdiatcly suspended all work 
in his little place anil sent his men 
home to wait for the strike to be over. 


Mr. Grundy remembers seeing bodies 


of the strikers marching along the high- 
ways thickly massed together and fill- 
ing tbn roads from side to side as far as 
thry ronld be seen. They wore always 
armed with clubs, and when marching 
would lino up close Together, each grasp- 
ing thy club of the man on either side 
of him, a lid so weaving themselves into 
a solid mass. In this way it was ren- 
dered im;io.-:sib!f for anything or any- 
body to occupy the road but the strikers. 
and their oi jret of forcing a general 
suspension of business ia the district 
was obtained. This was only for a little 
while, however, as large bodies of the 
troops of the. empire wero ordered into 
the district held by the strikers, and soou 
obliged then! to prese-To the peace mid 
desist from interfering with the affairs 
of those who desired to carry on business. 


Mr. Grnndy's recollection of the mat- 


ter is that much sympathy was dis- 
played for the strikers by the troops. 
and that the latter were of very little 
ose KO far as breaking the, strike of the 
weavers was concerned. The strike was 
lost, however, tho weavers going back 
to their work at the end of sir weeks 
without having obtained any increa.se 
of wages or ;xuy shortening of their 
hours of labor. It was not long, how- 
ever, until parliament, as a result of 
this strike, began to pay somft attention 
to the condition of the weavers, and 
laws which served very effectually to 
ameliorate their condition were passed. 


Cobdeu, Bright and other great Eng- 


lish statesmen took up their cause and 
investigations and discussions resulted, 
the good effects of which are still felt. 
The repeal of the corn laws, by which 
English workingmen wero enabled to 
obtain cheaper food, Mr. Grundy thinks. 
was largely due to this strike, though 
it had been advocated before the strike 
took place. 


Mr. Grundy was employed iuacottoi! 


mill at the time of tho ten hour strike 
in 18,12. 
The workmen simply quit 


when they had worked ten hours one 
day and so inaugurated a movement 
which w:is sncves.-ful. Mr. Grnndy t-:iys 
Hint at that time thero was so little gen- 
eral education that many persons could 
not tell the timu of <i;<y by a cluck, and 
sn in passing around the word for the 
inauguration of the strike everybody 
was instructed to step work when tho 
clock pointed strnighl up and down, 
this being a method of .securing a more 
gcnenil nnilersjiiinljiig than to s;iy C 
o'clock in the evening. 


In the mill where Air. Grundy work- 


ed tlit- clock was waiched ;ill afternoon, 
and when I he time came then was u 
general rush fur tho outside ul Ilir mill. 
Tlin foreman had the gates li eked anil 
proceeded to hariingmi the workmen 
but it was to no purpose. Several weT • 
notified thnt they wen- discharged, but 
this produced no effect upon them or 
the others. 
Mr. Grundy thinks that, 


among ignorant workmen — that 
is. 


among those, who »rc ignorant in the 
matter of 
educntinn obtained 
from 


hocks — there, has been as a rule more 
loyalty to each otinr displayed than by 
those who are fnuly well educated. At 
any rate they stuck togetber upon this 
occasion mul won Uieir strike so thor 
oughly thiu there \v.->s never afterward 
a general return to tlui old practice, of 
working I-' or 16 hours a d;C- — i'itts- 
barg Dispatch.

Mr. O'Leary then described some of 


tho difficulties of enforcing the latest 
autisweatshop law. There is confusion 
in the way tho word "Bwr-ater" is used. 
It originally meant the contractor, but 
is as often applied to his employee as to 
him. Again, sweatshops, in tho mean- 
ing of tho law, are shops in buildings 
wtre there are living rooms. People of- 
ten call all east side tailoring shops, 
whether they be in factory buildings or 
not, sweatshops, when the workers are 
employed by contractors and uot direct- 
ly by tho manufacturers. 


It was tho only and original sweat- 


shops that Mr. O'Leary referred to. In 
the coatmakiug and cigarmakiug trade 
tho sweatshops had been pretty well 
driven out, but in the smaller clothing 
traucs they multiplied so rapidly that 
four times the number of inspectors 
would not keep pace with them. 


"One 
difficulty," 
continued 
Mr. 


O'Leary, "is the extreme poverty, in 
many cases, of those concerned. Where a 
contractor is evidently not in straits the 
law is rigidly enforced; in others it 
would mean the driving of people out 
into the streets to starve to enforce the 
law. 


"Our deputy inspectors 
have wit- 


nessed scenes that woulti soften u heart 
rf stone. \Vheu they finri a family work- 
ing i:i miserable living rooms, ignorant 
of any law or the Knglisb language, tho 
deputies ;ire in a dilemma. To order 
tlie 'boss' to hire u separate floor in a 
factory building would bo telling him 


do an impossibility. If they were pre- 


vent) tl from working, all hands would 
starve. In this case the law has to be 
stretched, and tliey are allowed to work 
on condition that the <io;5rs between the 
living rooms and 'workshops' are kept 
closed :uni locked and the place kept 


lean. This will go on until congress 


passes a law restricting immigration."
